l^xPHis, April 16.— Whilo t)va con- 
dition of the affairs In the overflowed 
Mississippi delta is reported brighter, 
the situation between Vicksburg and 
New Orleans is causing the greatest ap- 
prehension. The river continues to rise 
in the Louisiana levee district a^d weak 
spots iu thelevee are being strenf^hened 
tuid watched day and night. 

O. C. Stubliie!ield, the county C( rre- 
spondent for tlie agricultural (b p.irt- 
raeut of ^e United States governiueiit 
at IndoUT^Miss., says the suffering in 
SanltoWer ooonty, which fortns part of 
the delta, has been greatly alleviated 
and that much of the county now ia 
dry. Farmers are busy plowing and 
planting cotton, aud if matters gi-ow no 
w orse, that county will not require any 
assistance from the government. 

Statistics of tho ntunbcr of flood suf- 
ferer-s in BoUvar county have been com- 
piled by a committee appointed to look 
after the distribution of the govern- 
ment provisions. They show 23,0<.K) 
people who are now or soon will have to 
be fed by the liand of chaiitv, in addi- 
tion to 8,000 head of live stock. 

The water at Rosedale has not re- 
ceded. 

The first train that has entered 
riarkadale for many days has arrived 
there. Trains are also being ran from 
Ohirksdale to Miuter City and Pbillin, 
and from Lulu to Jonestown. The o:n- 
cials of the Yazoo and Mississippi rail- 
road are doing all that can be done to 
open the line farther to the south, and 
it is thought trains, will be n^i es far 
south as Oieveland within a short time.

Mr. Sterrow had 
just returned to the city from a visit to 
(Jld Point Comfort, Va., wlier" hi; wife 
now is. The body was taki ii to the 
residence of Hon (ianiimr (J. Hub- 
bard. The deceased was about 60 years 
of age. 

Judge Sterrow took an important part 
in the proce-.'dings incident to the arbi- 
tnition treaty between the governments 
of (I'raat Britain and Venezuela for tlie 
settlement of the boimdary line dispute. 
He was appointed special counsel by the 
Venezuelan government to represent it, 
and his brief was considered one of the 
clearest and best presentations on the 
boundarv question that was prepared. 

After'Ministei' Andrade and Ear Juli- 
an Pauncefote had agreed on the terms 
of a treaty Mr. Sterrow accompanied 
the former to Venetnela when the 
treaty was presented to the preeldent of 
that cotmtry. The deceased returned to 
the United States with Mr. Andrade and 
since then spent most of his time in 
Washington; He appeared to be in 
good heuth and his sudden death was 
a great shock to his frirnd.s.

Tiltou belonged, ofiicuited. The inter- 
ment took plaoe todi^.

Tlie Senate passed the Senate substi- 
tute for the House bill allowing assist- 
ance for the Court of Appeals. Instead 
of providing for four etenoKraphers at Sl,- 
000 a year, the Senate substitute appro- 
priates $6,000 annually for law clerks. 

The Senate pasped Senator Carpenter's 
bill amending the school laws and pro- 
viding the manner of changing the 
boundaries of the graded common school 
districts. 

In the House Bepraaentative Hiles pre- 
sented a petition from the citiiens of 
Braeken County protesting against the 
passage of the coUnty funding bill (re- 
newing railroad bonda). 

ThO House killed the bill forbidding 
the testifying of oonvicts in courts of 
justice, by an adrerae report of tbe com- 
mittee. 

Representative IToward introduced 
House bill 101, amending the criminal 
code of practice so as to allow convicts to 
testify in criminal cases only where the 
offense is committeed within the walls of 
the penitenliarv. 

Mr. Pf^t'^.n introduced a bill amending 
tbe revenue law and changing the time 
requiring corporations to report from 
after September 15 to after December 31 
and not later than March. The bill gives 
distillers longer time. 
. The county funding bill was re-ccm- 
mitted to the Committee on Jadidary 
after a long dlaenaalon. 

Tlie most important bills to be passsd 
by the General Assembly hava now gone 
throngh the House. The passage of the 

bill raising the rate of revenue to .')2j 
cents on the $100 for three years, and 
then to be rednoed to 47) cents, is the bill 
of all bills that the session was called to 
paaa. It was urged by some that the per- 
manent rate of 47) cents would be more 
than adequate for the State when the re- 
vival of the valuation of property is 
reached. 

The bills to borrow $500,000, pay off* in- 
terest on the warrants, borrowing of 
money by the asylums, and all revenue 
bills have now passed tbe House. 

The mob Ikw bill is the most important 
yetpending. There will be other meas- 
ures introduced on this subject.

IN NEW ORLEANS. 



MlUloa Dollars* Worth ol 
P r o p er ty Destroyed. 

New OuleaJW, April 16.— One of the 
most picturesque business structures in 
the city, known aa the Moresque block, 
ow-ned by Ganoh A 80ns, waa totally 
destroyed by fire yesterday afternoon, 
entailing a loss of upwards of $400,000. 
The M(ircs<ine building occupied one 
entire block, bounded by Camp, Poydras 
and church streets and Lafayette square 
and its walls were built entirely of iron, 
in a deticm known aa the Mooriidi. 

The Mont^meiy Furniture company 
and Oauch, Sons 9b company, crockery 
merchants, were the tenants of the 
building and both Arms carried full 
stocks. The ilre is supposed to have 
originated in the top floor of the Mont- 
gomery section, va. a twinkling the 
flames were observed to shoot out of the 
widows and later from the roof and a 
general alarm called the entire fire de- 
partment to the scene. 

The heads of the fire department saw 
oniokly that.the Moresque building was 
doomed and the efforts of the firemen 
were directed to keeping the flAmes 
from spreading to adjacent property. 
In this they were only partiaUy suocsai^ 
ful, for two newspaper offices. The Ger- 
man (iuzette and the Evening Tele- 
gram, wen^ completely gutted, their 
contents being destroyed, and several 
stores were also a prey to the devouring 
elements. Adjacent dwelling houses 
and busiuess properties were also dam- 
aged more or Mas by water.

Sam Fbaiiouoo. Aptil 16.— The rev- 
enue cutter Rush will be sent in search 

of the missing ship Samaria. The Sa- 
maria left Seattle for this port 25 days 
ago and has not since been heard from. 

The Alcalde, which left Seattle simnl- 
taneoiuly with the Samaria, arrived in 
this port April 3. The Alcalde's master 
ai^'tbpt on lltarch 89 hie ei^imtered a 
terrible southeast gale, and after being 
in company with the Samaria four days 
the vessels unintentionally separated. 
The Samaria wa.s laden so deep in the 
water that the seas broke over her and 
she Mallowed badly iu the trouj-h of the 
sea. 

The Alcalde hud hard work saving 
herself, and »)nly cscapvd from the fury 
of the storm by throwing out oilbags, 
whicli moderated the force of the sea 
imiu( (!i:ite]y about her. t)n the follow- 
ing (lay the weather moderated, bnt 
there wiu* no sign of the Samaria. 
Much wreckage was drifting about, en- 
taugkd in which the Alcalde's ofHcers 
saw a set of ship's steps and a corpse. 
The Alcalde's captain is confident that 
the Samaria and all her OreW are at the 
bottom of the sea.
